"Do  Not  Loose  Your  Head  with  Immediate  Victory" 

"Renew  Resolution  and  Serve  the  Public  with  Sincerity" 


Gist  of  the  talk  published  by  the  Navy  Minister  SIIMASA  «nd  the  Foreign 
Mihister  TOGO  on  the  eve  of  celebrating  the  fifth  anniversay  of  the  China 
Incident  today  on  7th. 

Gist  of  the  Navy  Minister's  Talk. 

I 

'  To  begin  with, the  Great  East  »sia  '"nr  arose  as  a  natural  consenuence 
to  round  off  the  China  Incident.  The  reason  why  our  Empire  /T.N.  Japan/  is 
carrying  on  this  sacred  war  with  such  vigour  and  with  so  much  sacrifices 
since  the  outbreak  of  the  Incident  is  because  it  has  been  Cur  cherished 
desire  to  establish  a  new  order  and  thus  ensure  an  eternal  peace  in  East 
Asia*  This  should  be  our  steadfast  national  policy  and  it  is  also  a  great 
mission  based  upon  the  deep  rooted  conviction  of  our  people. 

The  war  to  annihilate  Chlaap  Regime,  who  would  not  wake  from  anti- 
Japanese  illusion,  has  been  wared  more  vigorously  than  ever  since  the 
outbreak  of  the  Great  East  Asia  War.  The  occupation  of  Honpkonp  and  the 
advance  into  Burma  of  the  Imperial  Array  has  not  only  been  instrumental 
in  entirely  blocking  the  aid  route  to  CHUNGKING  by  im»rica  and  Britain, 
but  also  by  the  complete  overcoming  of  enemy  bases  at  Chech ing  and  Kianpsl. 
The  Imperial  Army  has  been  able  to  prevent  the  enemy  from  realising  her 
dream  of  menacing  our  flanks.  In  this  "ay  the  fighting  power  of  Chungking 
has  received  a  fatal  blow,  On  the  other  hand,  both  in  the  Pacifio  and 
Indian  Oceans  our  strategy  has  been  such  as  to  ve  able  to  control  completely 
from  the  Aleutian  Islands  in  the  north  to  Indian  ocean  in  the  west  as  far  as 
eouth  Africa  and  in  the  south  the  whole  of  East  Indian  archipelagoes.  Thus 
our  strategic  position  has  become  both  Impregnable  and  invincible.  Pe  are 
not  only  threatening  Australia  endlessly  but  since  the  battle  zone  has  ad¬ 
vanced  into  the  East  Pacific  we  are  now  inflicting  a  serious  menaco  to 
America. 


Generally  speaking,  there  is  no  denying  the  fact  that  the  annihilation 
of  anti-Japanese  influence  of  Chungking  Regime  means  the  destruction  of  the 
Anglo-American  aggressive  design  on  the  East  Asia  and  the  sweeping  away  of 
their  influence  from  the  entire  region.  And  to  deal  a  heavy  Mow  on  the  Anglo 
American  fighting  strength  should  lead  to  the  breaking  up  of  Chiang  Kai-shek' s 
regime.  However,  the  development  of  incomparably  bold  strategy  go  hand  in 
hand  in  bringing  about  the  desired  result. 

What  makes  us  feel  more  reassured  than  ever  is  the  my  our  friends,  the 
Germans  and  Italians  are  enlarging  their  wonderful  war  results  in  Europe  in 
response  to  the  Imperial  Array's  br^Mant  results  in  Esst  Asia.  No  doubt  the 
victory  of  the  Imperial  Army  in  E?at  Asia  will  have  a  great  effect  on  the 
war  situation  in  Europe  and  the  activity  of  both  Germany  and  Italy  will 
inevitably  improve  the  situation  more  and  more  favorably  to  the  Empire.  The 
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•ar  to  annihilate  America  and  Britain  by  closely  united  Japan,  Germany  and  Italy 
la  prograaalnp  atronply  towards  the  final  viotorioua  phase 4  The  Imperial  Army 
at  the  beginning  of  the  Great  $j*t  Asia  war  hflis  pained  an  overwhelming  victory 
since  then  it  has  been  actually  enlarging  It,  but  we  must  endeavor  to  make  it 
the  final  victory.  For  this  purpose  wo  must  not  for  a  moment  become  slated 
with  our  Immediate  victory,  but  remembering  all  the  time  that  the  prosperity 
of  the  Aspire  must  be. established  on  a  solid  foundation,  and  this  great  work 
falls  entirely  on  the  shoulders  of  our  hundred  million  compatriots,  who  should 
realise  this  from  the  bottom  of  their  hearts.  " 


The  China  Incident  has  dovolopod  into  the  Great  Bast  Aola  war  and  its 
soale  has  now  been  onlarped  to  the  World  Fnr,  and  actually  playing  a  role 
on  the  world  historic  stage.  Conseauently,  it  is  needless  to  say  that  the 
people' <  *ind  should  rise  to  higher  lovol  and  tako  a  more  magnanimous  and 
lonp  view  of  things  in  general.  On  this  occasion  I  earnestly  besoe oh.  the  ‘ 
Japanoae  people  to  rener  their  resolution  in  following  their  special  casing 
more  and  more  loyally  and  sincerely.
